“(i) Goods containing more than 50 per cent and uptc 
65 per cent bold seeds In weight with an ‘On’ 
allowance of 3 Naye paise per maund for each 
such increased percentage”. 

2. For Sub-clause (ii) the following shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“(ii) Goods containing bold seeds over 05 per cent in 
weight will not fetch any ‘On’ allowance to the 
seller from the buyer for any increased percentage 
over 65 per cent in weight’’. 

3. For Sub-clause (lii) the following shall be substitut- 
ed namely : — * 

“(ill) Goods containing more than 50 per cent and up- 
to 65 per cent small seeds in weight with an ‘off 
allowance’ of 3 Naye paise per maund for each 
such increased percentage”. 

4. For Sub-clause (Iv) the following shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“(iv) Goods containing more than 65 per cent small 
seeds in weight shall be rejected”. 

5. Sub-clauses (v) and (vi) shall be omitted. 

II. Bye-law 100 — 

1. In clause (b) ‘li’ be substituted for ‘1 per cent’. 

2. For existing clause (e) the following shall be sub- 
stituted namely: — 

“(e) Sohan. Tara or Tara-Mira shall be accepted free 
upto 1 per cent and above 1 per cent Upto 5 per 
cent shall be accepted half in goods and the re- 
maining half shall be considered as dirt and more 
than 5 per cent shall not be accepted”, 

3. For clause (j) the following shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“(j) Yellow Sarson and Gajar Sarson shall be ac- 
cepted without any allowance”. 

III. Bye-law 136 shall be deleted. 

IV. Bye-law 139A. 

After Bye-law 139 following new bye-law 139A be in- 
serted : — ■ 

“In case the seller has been served with the demand 
notice issued by the buyer and the information 
from the seller does not reach the office of the 
Exchange on the working day following the day 
of service of the demand notice, as required 
under bye-law No. 133 seller shall be deemed to 
have failed to deliver the goods and the Exchange 


will return the amount deposited by the buyer 
with the Exchange to him after the expiry of 120 
hours of the service of the demand notice on 
the seller". 

V. Bye-law 152 

For the Bye-law 152 the following shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“The weight of the goods shall be exclusive of the 
weight of the bags. Bags will be supplied by the 
buyer, at his own cost to the seller”. 

VI. Bye-law 154B 

After Bye-law 154A the following Bye-law No. 154B be 
added. — 

‘154B’ At the time of delivery against Lahi Hedge 
Contracts, the seller (in case he is authorised to 
collect Sales Tax undter. the Sales Tax Act) may 
realise Sales Tax from the buyer If the buyer fails 
to give to the seller the prescribed, ‘Sales Tax 
Exemption Form’ under the ‘Sales Tax Act’.
